RULED BY GOVERNMENT 


| A restricted industrial forést ciosure, brought on by 
f inseasonably warm weather or the” pase tee” weeks wae 
| ordered today by Lands and Forests Minister Ray Willis 
ton for the whole of the Vancouver Forest District, to be 
effective at midnight. 

Under provisions of the closure, no industrial operation 
such as logging, sawmilling, mining, construction or road 
clearing can be conducted within one half mile of a forest 
or woodland except between the hours of midnight and 1 p.m. 

It will mean the hated “early shift” for all loggers 

Deputy forests minister Dr, C. D. Orchard, speaking on 
behalf of the minister, said “this closure action is impera 
tive because of the consistently high forest fire hazard in 
the Vancouver district, andthe meteorological forecasts in- 
dicating that no fea! relief can be expected in the immediate 
future.” 

The forests are-still open for recreational purposes, but 
Dr. Orehard cautioned that everyone entering the woods 
should exercise extreme care with fire.

What Is a Galaxy? | 


The Galaxy, spelled with a 
capital letter, is our own beau- 
tiful home in the heavens, It is 
avast system of billions of 
stars also called the Milky Way, 
2 spiral nebula and an island 
universe. It includes all the 
bright stars we see in the sky, 
the pale arch of the Milky Way 
and billions of stars which we 
cannot see. Yet our Galaxy, our 
island universe, is but one of 
many “galaxies separated from 
each other by immense oceans 
of space. Our Galaxy is hon- 
ored with a capital letter be 
cause it is our own and because, 
even for an. island universe, it 
is a whopper. 

Certain telescopes are de 
signed to-record only data con- 
cerning distant galaxies. Their 
photographic plates. show’ that 
outer space is spattered with 
countless galaxies similar to 
our own, It seems that the vast 
star systems tend to be in 
groups. For they are plentiful 
in certain regions of spacé and 
in other regions they are ‘few 
and far. between. 

- A whole crowd of galaxies 
may appear on one photogra- 
phic plate. They look like small 
hazy dots, some round, some 
ova), some fiat lines. These 
galaxies are far, far across the 
" oceans of space. But we have

_photographed: in more detail: 
One such neighbor.. has to be 
photographed in sections. The 
total picture shows that this 
galaxy, like our own, is a huge

Let's take our imaginary trip 
across the Galaxy.
